Lonpon, Angust 2.—Home rule sentiment 
is growing in both Wales and Scotland, There 
has been much talk in the lobby of the house 
cf commens the last few days of a three-cor- 
rcred alliance between Ireland, Scotland and 
Walce—in fact. an organization of the kind 
bes actually been begun. The Welsh con- 
geressional union recently addressed to each 
Welsh member of the house of commons 
an inquiry as to his views on disestab- 
lishment and better local government.

THE GREEK‘BARTH QUAKES. 


Hundreds of Persons Killed by the Visita- 
tion. 
Atuens, August 29.—The area of the earth 
disturbance in Greece yesterday was phenom- 
enally wide. At least six towns were entirely 
destroy ed, and a score of others partially de- 
stroyed. On the main land much damage was 
done, but there was little lossof life. On is- 
lands it is estimated that 600 persons were 
killed and 1,000 ceriously injured. The un- 
dulations were curiously regular. The actual 
shocks ayeraged 12 seconds in duration. 
The people everywhere are camping out in 
the fields. The breaking of the telegraph 
lines delays the reception of details. The 
Greek cabinet is sitting at Athens almost con- 
tinuously considering relief measures. 
traneport with tents, food, doctors, medicines, ° 
and a company of pompiers started for the 
stricken district Saturday evening. 
The latest returns show that one hundred 
persons were killed at Filiatra and twenty at 
Gargaliane, Both towns are in ruins.

son why, consternation struck the law-break- 
ere. Religious feeling was aronsed thor- 
oughly and in a manner peculiarly unfor- 
tunateforthem. Phil Daly, the king of 
clubs, gained a vast amount of fame several 
years ago by fitting up a private chapel in his 
very ornate residence. A beautiful altar in 
minature was erected in a churchly apartment, 
and though the local Catholic priest declined 
to bold mass in an unconcecrated chapel, regu- 
lar daily worship has since been maintained. 
Long Branch is preponderatingly Protestant, 
s0 faras the permanent population is con- 
cerned, and the sentiment against this feature 
of the Daly premises is strong. Itis now 
turned full head against the gamblers because 
the Catholic priest is the only minister who 
has not signed the manifesto against Daly and 
his fellow gamblers,

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VIEWS FROM VERMONT 


WHERE PROHIBITION HAS MAD A 
SQUARE TRIAL. 


Prohibition on the Statute Book for Over 
Three Years, and Yet the Pedpié Drink, 
Liquor ts Freely Sold— How the 
is Successfully Carried On-Site.

In diseussing the temperance quéstion Maine 
fs often cited as a shining example of what 
prohibition has done, or aga place where pro- 
hibition does not prohibit,deceording the friends 
or enemies of the reform have the floor. We 
often see accounts of how prebibition ig work. 
ing in certain western states, but somehow 
reference is seldom made te Vermont. Yet it 
is a fact that prohibition, most thorough and 
complete, has been the law for more than 
thirty-three years. Maine and Vermont were 
the pioneers of prohibition. Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, and other states have started 
on the read and have fainted by the way, or 
tJather, perhaps, haye called for the bottle 
again to guard agaiust fainting, but the pine 
tree state and the Green mountain state have 
never faltered or turned back. 

AN TRON CLAD LAW. 

Vermont’s prohibitory law was passed in 
1852 and was accepted by popular vote in Feb- 
rusry, 1853. New features have been added 
to it year by year untilitis now considered 
iron-clad inevery respect. It provides that 
no person shall, except as otherwise specially 
ordered, manufacture, sell, furnish or give 
away by himself, clerk, servant or ag spir- 
itnous or intoxicating liquor or mixed liquor, 
or malé liquors, or lager beer. The word “far- 
vish” applies to persons bringing into or with- 
in the state any liquor intended to be sold or 
cistributed contrary tolaw. The term “give 
away” does not apply to persons giving away 
liquor in private dwellings if not given at an 
assemblage of persons or to an habitual drunk- 
ard. Allowance is made for the manufacture, 
sale and use of wine for communion purposes 
and for medical purposes only of 
wine made in the state from grapes or 
other fruits grown in the state; forthe manu- 
facture, sale and use of cider: and the manu- 
facture by anyone for his own use of ferment- 
ed liquor, But cider can only be sold by the 
quantity.

IMPRISONMENT. 

Rum debts cannot be legally collected, and 
any one who has paid money, labor or other 
compentation for intoxicants may recover it 
back by legal process. The penalty for sell- 
ing or keeping with intent to sell is, on first 
conviction, $10 and costs for each offenge; on 
second conviction, $20 and costs and imprison- 
ment for one month; on the third and each 
subsequent conviction, the same fine and three 
to six months imprisonment. 

Common sellers, or those who have been 
convicted of from five to ten sales, are to be 
fined $100 and costs on the first conviction, 
$200 and costs on each subsequent conviction, 
and after the third offense the offender is to be 
imprisoned from four te twelve months. 

Another method which the taw provides for 
harrying the unfortunate gentlemen who in- 
tist upen breaking the law is to have their 
places adjudged to be common aeepons 
which entailsa fine of from $20 to $200 
- imprisonment of from one to three months.

On the whole, it is a pretty solid kind of a 
law—one that seems fortified at all points.

bles are authorized to make arrests and search 
for liquor. Any three citizens of a town can 
make complaint before a justice against a sel- 
ler, and any justice can issue a warrant. A 
man arrested for drunkenness is required to 
disclose where he purchased his liquor, and is 
kept in imprisonment until he doesso disclose. 
Loss of memory as to particulars doesn’t count. 
They must remember or go to jail. 
EXCEPTIONS, 

Of course the Green mountaineers do not 
consider alcohol an unmitigated evil. The 
law provides forits sale for medical, chem- 
ical and mechanical purposes only. A county 
commissioner is elected every March in each 
coubty. Itis the duty of these officers to ap- 
point a town agent ineach town in their res- 
pective counties to sell liquor. Great precau- 
tions are taken to prevent the bribery of this 
official by money or presents, and he is only 
allowed G centsa mile for necessary travel 
and $2 a day for timespent in the performance 
of his duties, and the law expressly provides 
that no commirsioner shall receive for one 
year more than thirty dollars, Vermont 
would be a mighty poor place for Chief Con- 
stable Brayton or Justice Blackwood, or the 
other 3 per cent temperance evangels to work 


in. 

Each of the 241 towns and cities of the state 
is entitled toa town agent for the sale of 
liquor, Somerset with its sixty-seven inhabi- 
tants can bave one, and thé city of Burlington 
with its 14,000 can have b one. No inn- 
keeper is eligible to appointment, and the 
liquor cannot be kept at any stére excepta 
drug store. 
Town agents are not permitted to purchase 
the liquorwhich tney sell, The selectmen 
buy the stuff, prescribe the price at which it 
shall be sold, and fix the compensation of the 
seller. The compensation is required to be 
placed at some specific sum, so that the agents’ 
receipts shall not be dependent upon the 
amount of his sales. 
Before the advent of prohibition rum and 
other intoxicants were kept atall taverns, 
and at most couutry stores. Country mer- 
chants were in the habit of asking their cus- 
tomers to “take something,” and some made it 
a ruletoextend the invitation to every pur- 
chaser, no matter how small the purchase, 
This practice, doubtless, gave origin to the an: 
cient chestnut abort the man who traded an 
egg ata storefora darning needle, and, ac- 
cepting the merchant's invitation to imbibe, 
chose brandy, insisted that he always drank 
an egg in his, and had the pleasure of stirring 
inand drivking the identical ege which he 
had just bartered away. 

HOW IT ‘WORKS. 

Now, about the working of the law. Human 
nature is about the same everywhere, and rum 
drinking is one of its weaknesses. There isa 
growing temperance sentimentin the state, 
but the Jaw is not now, and nover has been en- 
fereed to any considerable extent there. 
Nearly every little hamlet has its hotel and 
néarly every hotel sells liquor, 
The bars are not in in sight, bat a 
stranger even can view the inside of one ver 
quickly by merely giviug the landlord the nod.

Vi hile it is a notorious fact that the police of the 
City Blone lave for some years been expected to 
ferret cut and ciscever crime, yet this court does 
botbelieve that the iaw of the state of Georgia 
pleces on any policeman the disagreeable respon- 
wibility of preaking into houses simply because 
he wmay imagine that the crimeof fornication or 
adultery is being committed there. It is no more 
his duty to do this than it is his duty to enter any 
bank in the city and demand the books and money 
of the bank becanse he apprehends that the crime 
of embezzlement is being committed by its officers. 

These are matters that arein the jurisdiction of 


the state courts, 6nd under their warrants arrests 
like these shou d be made. In urgent casesit is 


proper for a policeman to make an arrest for a state 
offense without a warrant, to preventan escape, 
butit must be certain that an offense has been 
commitied, and there must exist ever reasonable 


probability thatthe arrested person has commit- 
tcd it. Even then the party cannot be held longer 
than is necessary to procure a warrant. This the 
court conceives to be the limits of a police 
Inen’s auihority in reference to offenses con- 
trolled entirely by the state laws. The alleged 
cisorderly concnet of these defendants seems to 
have consisted citherin what in lawis known as 
the crime of fornication, or in a somewhat boister- 
ous protest against the invasion of these dwelling 
bouses for the purpose of detecting tnem in that 
crime. The court holds that in neither of these 
views does their conduct come under the city ordi- 
nance against Cisorderly conduct. Fornication is 
criminal but it is not disorderly, and the language 
used by defendants seems to have constituted 


harsh comments upon the method of arrest- 
ing them rather than that disorderly 
apd peace-disturbing conduct contemplated by 
the ordinarce. The court does not desire to be 
mncerstood as reflecting upon the police, because 
after a daily observation of nearly four years, it 
can bear testimony to the real discretion of its 
officers and the conservative caution of its men. 


The court, for the reasons already given, dismisses 
thete cases of disorderly conduct. 

‘ihe law points out the method of correcting 
these evils. They should be corrected. The 
machinery of the courts is abundantly sufficient 
for this ‘consummation devoutly to be wished,’’ 
but let the court+, on whom the law bas conferred 
urisdiction, be invoked. The cuvurt is aware that 

y declining totake cognizance of these cases, 
cmap hein s upon itself the suggestion that it is 
not Sympathy with those reported re- 
forms that are to be inaugurated in ourfcity. On 
the contrary. the court expresses the earnest hope 
thet God and His vice-regent, Law, may speed all 
needed reform. But it is not the province of a 
court to be swayed by that ‘feeble hydra-headed 
thing’ which, under the name of public 
opinion, some would enthrone as king. Popular 
aGisapproval bas never checked this court in its 
vigorous administration of the law toward those 
who bave committed offenses over Which it had 
jurisdiction, and on the other hand popular clamor, 
no maiter Low high or how virtuous the source 
from which it originates, cannot coerce it into the 
attumption of a jurisdiction which the law has 
mot bestowed uponit. These cases are dismissed.

MANY MANY YEARS AGO. 


Fayette County Comes to the Front With 
Seme Genuine Curiosities. 

FAYETTEVILLE, Ga, August 29,—([Spe- 
cial.]—Tur CONSTITUTION very often publish- 
es accounts of old relics of different descrip- 
tions aud vacious ages, but Judge Grice, of 
Fayette county, has some genuine curiosities. 
They have been handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, and it is impossible to 
form an opinion as to the exact age of some of 
the articles. The dates that follow, however, 
will serve to givesome idea as to their age and 
erigin. 

THE OLD BIBLE. 

What seems to bean interesting relic is an 
old Bible that isin the possession of this fami- 
ly. It isa quaint specimen of the priater’s 
art as compared with the printiog of the pres- 
extday. ‘Lhe Jetteis arc in a measure ofa 
peculiar formation, tke letter ‘s,” for in- 
stance, being a long letter, resembling the 
letter “f.” 

It has been rebound in times past, and bears 
on one of the back leafs, the name of the bind- 
erthatdid the work, who was then living 
and doing business in Augusta, Georgia, and 
the date is 1823 

In looking throngh this interest ng old Bi- 
ble was found the family record, woich has 
served for recording the births, marriages and 
deaths of two or three generatoins, 

£OME OLD RECORDS 

Among a good many others, the following 
records were found, verbatim, as it appears in 
the bock: 

Ardrew Martin was born the 7th of June, in the 
year of our Lord, 1756; he departed this life on the 
23a of August, 1791. 

It will be observed that it has been one 
hundred and fifty years since this was record- 
ed. He lived to be fifty five years of age. 

Margsret Martin, wife of Andrew M., was bora 
the &th of August, 1758; she departed this life on 
the 1°th of August, 1811 (Monday). 

Margaret was the wile of Andrew Martin, 
and lived to be 73 years old.

WaiTrpaTH, GitmeR County, Ga,, August 
o8th,—[Special Correspondence.}—I write this 
from Whitepath, high up in the mountains of 
north Georgia, The altitude is said to be 
over seventeen hundred feet,and it is situated 
just south of the summitof the Blue Ridge. 
While you, as I learn, are sweltering in the 
heat, the atmosphere here is exhilarating, and 
on the mountain tops in the early morning 
stimulates like a drink of good brandy. The 
name is derived from a celebrated Cherokee 
chief who made his residence here long ago. 
The scenery is wild, picturesque and grand, 
and the dense forest primeval. The spruce 
and tall white pines, and other growths com- 
mon only to great altitudes, abound, while the 
springs of excellent mineral water and rivalets 
and brooks near by, dashing down the moua- 
tain sides, are as coo] and clear as if they ran 
through cracked ice. 

The botel is rustic, as it is new and ynfin- 
ished,and in each room what is going on in 
the other rooms can be heard distinctly, as ac- 
coustics, by accident or design, was studied to 
perfection in its construction. It only las the 
capacity for entertainiog about one 
hundred persons comfortably, though at 
eeveral times this summer more guests than 
this have been entertained at one time, There 
are not more than fifty here now. The fare is 
yellow-legged chickens well cooked, and in 
every style—the woods is full of them at from 
5 to 8 cents apiece. We have fine beef about 4 
cents net, and good flour bread from wheat of 
native growth. The milk and butter are the 
best to be found anywhere. The country 
abounds in vegetables and fruits, cultivated 
and wild. 

If there is any part of the world where more 
cabbages and [Irish potatoes, or better ones, 
can be made to the acre than in this region [

This western facade is a grand conception. It 

equals in magnificence -those designed for 

Strasburg and Lorraine, while surpassing them 
in purity and excellence. 

The cathedra! of Amiens (France) was com- 
menced in the year 1220 and completed in 1257. 
It was partially destroyed by fire in 1250, and 
the clere story and all the upper portions were 
rebuilt. By 1572 the cathedral was comp'éte 
in all its parts as we now find it. The cathedral 
covers an area of 71,208 square feet. Its plan 
isof the best type of cross cathedrals. The 
aisles continue round the choir. The east end 
is multapsidal in form and contains six small 
chepels with a lady chapel. On each side of 
the nave aisle are chapels, built in between the 
buttresses. In plain this cathedral seems to 
give us the typical form of the noblest type of 
Christian architecture. The vista througa its 
long nave is one of the most beautifal in the 
world. It was erected in one consecutive pe- 
riod,and ata time when gothic architecture 
bad reached its highest point of excellence. 
On the exterior, as seen in elevation, the effect 
is marred by the smallness of the western 
lowers in proportion to immense nave aud 
choir. The northern tower is 228 feet high, 
and the eouthern tower 205 feet. The roof of 
the nave is 208 féet, the capital spire being 
Only 422 feet. This want of proportion be- 
tween the parts reduces the three spires to 
comparative significance. The interior effect 
is, however, one of the finest in Europe. 

Strasburz Cathedral takes rank next after 
Cologne among the German-French churches. 
it is sme ller than Amiens, covering an area of 
only 60.090 tquare feet. The plan is peculiar, 
the eastern cud having formed part of an older 
basilica builtin the eleventh and twelfth cen- 
buries. The nave and the west front are, how- 
éver, the glory and boast of Alsace, and possess 
if @ remirkable degree all the Lewuties and de- 
fe ts ofthe border style. The nave was prob- 
ably commenced in the early part of the thir- 
teenth century. and seems to have been finished 
about 1275. The details are pure and beautiful 
aud the design of singular boldness. The 
vaulted roof is 101 feet in height from the 
pavetsent to the nave, being in good proportion 
With the nave length, which is ouly 250 feet. 
The only completed spire, the north one, is 465 
feet in he ightand was not completed until 
1459, It shows clearly changes in style as it 
pessed through the hands of succeasive archi- 
tects. Altogether, the facade of Strasburg is 
imposing from its mass and fascinating from 
the richness of its detail.

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FODDER PULLING. 


The Pieasant and Unpleasant Side of a 
Farmer's Life, 

Pulling fodder looks like a hasd business. 
My tenants get to the field early while the 
grass and the weeds and the morning glory 
vines are all wet with dew, and the ground is 
sticky with moisture. They are soon wet up 
to their knees, and their pants flop around 
their ankles and the dewdrops fall in their 
sleeves, but they don’t seem to mind it, By 
and by as the sun mounts up over them the 
dew disappears, and the sultry heat comes 
Gown and there is no chance for a breeze in 
the low ground corn, but still they pull away,

I couldent pull fodderif I was will- 
ing, but I am not willing. If I had a step- 
ladder anda boy to tote it along from stock to 
stock and there was no dew and the sun 
was behind a cloud, I might venture a short 
row. Being willing is the great thing about 
labor.. Being willing is the secret of succes: 
in anything. I heard an old man say that 
apy man could quit drinking whisky orchew- 
ing tobacco if he was willing. He must get 
his own consent the first thing and then it is 
€asy to do, 

lt isa man’s nature to work up exactly to 
histensicn. Histask must bs done. Pulling 
fedéer is disagreeable, but the farmers mind 
bas been worked up to that for years and so it 
is allright. Itis a part of his business. We 
all string up our nerves and our will to the 
tension of our condition, our necessities. It is 
like turning the screw on a yiolin to get the 
strings up to the chord, When they 
slacken they wont play in har- 
mony and we must tighten the tension 
again. Dr. Felton lives two miles from to wa, 
and I live five and my nabor Weems lives ten 
The Coctor’s road is just as long to him as 
mine is to me or as the ten milesis to Nabor 
Weems. We have all got used to the task,the 
journey,and screwed our fiddles up to that 
tension, but I would get awful tired ifI had 
to go as far as Weemsand Dr.F elton woulden’t 
live wiere 1 do foranything. The doctor is 
sorry for me,and I am sorry for Weems,and he 
is so1ry forromebedy beyend him, but our 
sympathy is wasted. Theres lots of sympa- 
thy wasted in this world, but it showsa good 
heait to have it. As the burden is so the 
strength shall be. If labor is rewarded it is 
allright. Rowland says he don’t mind pull- 
ing fodder at al! if it don’s get wet and spoil in 
the curivg. Contentment is what we all want, 
and the poor man can beas contented as the 
rich che if his labor is re- 
waided—a reasonable reward. Then 
if is willing labor. The watchman goes 
on duty wiliingly at midnight. The doctor 
bears the door bell ring willingly when deep 
sleep has possessed him on a cold and stormy 
night, The night editor of the daily paper is 
a willing slave tothelamp. Every true man 
will screw bis courage up to the sticking point 
if the reward is in sight. 

I see that Jim Blaine has been deliveriag 
himself upon the poor negro again, He calls 
the attention of the Knights of Labor to the 
condition of the colored man atthe south who 
is forced to work fora pittance, and does. not 
gct half as much per day as the laborer at the 
nerth. 1 have ro patience with Jim Blaine. 
[Jook upon himasan artful demagogue—a 
malicious hypocrite. He knew that was a lie 
when he wrote it. The negro gets just as 


much for bis labor at the south °- +* 
In yact, ne gew vue preference in many 


man. 
occupations. He gets more at 
the mines for he can do more, 


He gets the preference on the farms, for he is 
easier to please. As a mechanic, whether at 
the bench or the anvil, or the trowel, he 
stards side by side with the white man, I 
believe that our working men, both white and 
black, get as much per day as they do at the 
north; but if they do not it is because they 
can afford to work for less. Rents are lower, 
and fuel is cheaper, and the winters are milder 
and notso long. Jim Blaine is a humbug. 
He puts on his spectacles, and looks away of, 
and then flies to his inkstand and writes a pas- 
sel of lics, Old Jim McGinnis used to be a 
magistrate in these parts, before the war, and 
one day when a case about the hire of a negro 
came up before him, he wouldn’t let the law- 
yer read from Greenleaf on evidence, because 
Greenleaf lived in Boston. “ What does he 
know about the hire of a nigger?” said he. 
“ He never owned one nor hired one, nor lived 
where there was one, and he don’t know 
vo more about ’em than the man in the 
moon.” If Jim Blaine would come 
down here and stay long enough to find out 
s.mething he would have some excuse for talk- 
irg or writing, but I reekon he would write a 
paesel of lies any how—so let him rip. He will 
die some of these days and be forgotten. 
What a comfort there isin that. Every bad 
man will die; A new set will come up and take 
their placgs, but it will bea change and that 
will be some relief. Good men die to», but in 
the wise dispensation of Providence, their 
influence lives lovg after them—much longer 
than the influence of the mean and malicious 
anc selfieb. Slander is rolled about for awhile 
under the tongue as a sweet morsel, but it soon 
withers and dies in itsownstench. But kind. 
ness and love and charity never die. These 
virtues are like the at‘ar of roses that exhales 
its sweet odor fur months and years with uddi- 
minished strength.So hurry up, Jim Blaine,and 
die unless you can reform and live to a better

SOMEOF THE SERMONS PREACHED

Dr, I, ©, Hopkins Preachcs in the Morning and Rev. 
W,A, Stricklend in the Eveniog at the First 
Baptiet-Rev, A. &. Missildine at the 
Congregationa) Church~—Others,

Dr, I, 8. Hopkins, the learned president of 
Emory college, preached an able and effective 
sermon at the morning service, from the text: ‘For 
it became Him, for whom are all things add by 
whom ére all things, in bringing many sons unto 
glory, to make the captain of their salvation per- 


fect through sufferipg.’’ Hebrews, second and 
tenth. 


Said the doctor: If the critics are correct, this 
epistie was written to the Jewish converts in Pal- 
estine, It also reached the Jewish church in 
Rome. So it is appropriately calied the Epistle to 
the Hebrews. These early Jewish converts were 
a much tronbied, suffering and persecuted 
jie, a8 were, indeed, all the early Christians, 
But in addition to trials that were in common, 
with the Gentiles, they also Os en 
Gured the disappointing difference between 

heir actual condition as the followers of the Sav. 

or, and the traditional idea of what, to the Jews. 
would be the temporal glories under ‘the reign of 
the coming savior. The Gentiles had nosuch tra- 
ditional doctrine to overcome. It was hard to con- 
vert the Hebrew mind. This was the great apos- 
Le’s Gifficult task, and it taxed his mind and heart 
to the fullest extent to present to them a trae con. 
ception of the purpose and effect of the sufferings 
cfChrist. After years Oofmeditation he came to 
the climax—the farreaching statement in the text 
—Christ “perfect through suffering.” The text 
first suggests the character of God or the thought 
of the divine mind in the conception of the work 
of redempticn. “For him and by Him are all 
things.” These words suggest God in 
ihe wnhiverse, with its blended picture 
of life animate and inanimate, its variedanotion, 
beauty and natural laws. Such a conception of 
God is far from what the apostle thought when he 
wrote the words of the text. He thought of God 
ss the creator of all things in the broadest sense, 
of the most far reaching conceptions of the mind, 
of the deepest affections of the heart, of the most 
distant flight of the imagination, of the joys, the 
tor:cws, the hopes, the aspirations of mankind, 
and far more important as the creator of the plan 
of redemption. While we are he'd bythe con- 
ines of time, God is endless. Redemption was the 
subject ot bis thoughtand meditation back before 
the beginning of ages, and from this divine me'li- 
tation came forth a plan glorious and perfect, such 
that it “became God.’ The Divine miad ceald 
conceive none better. This suggestion of God's 
owerrerves asa back ground for the apostle’s 
picestthought: Christ made perfect through suf- 
fering. Men sometimes dweil on this subject with 
hearts unmoved and sometimes they confine them- 
selves to the death sufferings of Christ. The cross 
was butthe climax of a life ofsuffering. I cou- 
tmplate the trials of that life, his labors, 
his hunger, his weariness, his thirst, his trial be- 
fore enemies, the rude blows, the thorns, the 
pinced handsand feet: all borne tor our sakes, un- 
til endurance could stand no more and he died— 
ciea of a broken heart. His human life was typ- 
ical ofthe average humanity. TojHim suffering 
wasaesitistous. He endured every phase of sor- 
row. He suffered disappointments, deception. 
was abandoned by friends and in his grand mis- 
sion had not the sym; athy even of those he would 
Save. Such was his relation toredemption. But 
I imagine no suffering so touched his pure soul as 
to come in Contact with sin. Sinlegs, to live 
and cie in a sinful world was the keenest 
torture to His heart. To study these 
tuflerings of Christ is needful to us. Another 
view of the question is that we gain each others 
confidence more perfectly when we enter intoeach 
otbers sorrows and trials. So Christ by shating our 
borrows§w ould the more effectually gain our conti- 
cence. His sufferings were real and necessary that 
be might be a perfect Savior. No thought of 
Christ comesso near our homes and hearts as that 
he needed to be made perfect through suffering. 

The gospel revea.s to us a perfect Savior. Noone 
need fear to lay his hand inthe hand of Chrsst 
“nd by him be lead. To every one out of Christ 
comes this thought. Hc rejects a perfect Savior. 
Gh what a memory to the lost that when God came 
near to them they fail to appreciate that a perfect 
Favior Was bear to resene. prociaim the grand 
truth of this text, a perfect Savior. 

Another khstou taught us, is that character is 
perfect only by sumering. The man in this church 
and every other, that is nearest to God and the 
most fiuitful in good deeds is that one upon whom 
God has Jain most heavily Hisch asvening rod. 
Yet in our blindness, ignorance and folly, we re- 
pine, when through sorrow’s vale God would lead 
us heayenward, Let us remember that these suf- 
ferings endured exd in the realization of a home 
in beaven, the eternal presence of Him who suf. 
fered all thipgs for us, and the love of God our Sa- 


ves EVENING SERVICE. 

Rev. W. H. Strickland, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church of Nashville, Tenn., preached to a 
crowded house last evening.

“np, 1 know something of his forgiving nature ; 
when Lsee him blasting with a lightnings stroke, 
I know something of his punishment of sin; when 
1 see him die on the cross I know what he will do 
for man, 

Auuwwer thought: what comfort to know that 
God is ever present. It would soothe the bed of 
sickness and make poverty lose its sting. Too 
cftey, when we pray, our thoughts leap into space 
snd wander every where seeking God, when, if 
we eculd but realize it, he is at our side. 
aud a whisper.would reach his ear, aye tne lan- 
guage of the soul, unuttered, would find him 
though he were beyond the most distant star. 

if God were to let man, as man lets Him, alone, 
how sad would be our fate. But He walks by our 
side, in the counting room, in the factory and in 
our every business relation is a very present God 
Practice this lerton.

The Savannahs Don’t Disband, 

The telegrams sent out from Savannah 
Thursday night by Haas, in which he an- 
nounced thatthe Savannah base ball club 
would disband, appear afterall, to have been 


all wind. Why the telegram was sent does not 
appear unless Savannah thought Atlanta would 
come to their rescue and kept their club in 
the league by advancing them enough money 
to finish the season on. When Macon was 
about to disband a few weeks ago,it was open- 
ly assertec§ thronghout the league 
that shedid not do so because At- 
lanta advanccd money to keep her going in 
order to Becure the last four games from that 
club. Atlanta people knew that it would be 
useless to deny the statement, and let it go, 
knowing full well that if was nottrue. It 
is probable, though, that some people in Savan- 
nah believed it, and vot satisfied with taking 
three thousand dollars out of the Atlanta 
baseball association’s pocketby skipping out, 
thovght they would get a little more in the 
way of help. Anyhow, the telegrams appear 
to have been all wind—like a good many 
other things connected with that club—and 
the Savannah team is now under promise to 
Manager Goldsby to appear on the Nashville 
grounds tomorrow. Atlantais glad that Sa- 
yannah has not disbanded. Had the club 
disbanded, there would have been no chance 
to: get that little forfeit of fifteen 
hun*rei dollars. With the clad ill 
in the league Atlanta stands a show, but it 
must be admitted a very slim show for her 
money. Slim becauase the Savannah club is 
not too rich. The club remaining in the 
league will necessitate a representative from 
it in the meeting of the league directors and 
that isjust what Atlanta wants, Savannah’s 
representative in the meeting will bring up 
the dispute between the two cities and upon 
that dispute the directors will have to pass.

, The Charleston News of Sunday, under the 
head of “A plea for respectable ball playing,” 
prints the following: 
The Savannah Times, in a well 
cle summing UP. the situation in the Southern 
league, says: ‘The season had not fairly opened 
before nearly every clubin the Southern league 
was Complaining of the treatment they received 
by the Ajfiantas. Trying toinjure players on op- 
posing teams wasa common thing with the At- 
Janta players,and that the Atlanta directory 
were fully aware of this fact there can be no 
Goubt, and that the players were instructed to 
win gemesby any methods,also,seemsto have been 
fully settled. The columns of THE ConsTITUTION 
during nearly every series have been full of items 
nolding the layers of opposing 
teams up to ridicule. On one oecasion. the 
directors of the Atlanta club proposed 
so pay the fines of any player whom the umpire 
should fine for their bull dozing methods. If At- 
lanta is not willing to let her club play fair pall, 
then the Atlanta base ball public. should see that 
the management of her club is placed in the hands 
of people who can discriminate between honest 
ball playing, and methods that would not be to)- 
erated in any sport in the world. The spirit of 
rivalry between the various cities comprising the 
league, is the very life of the game, and should at 
ail times be fostered; but let the games be played 
on their mer'ts, and not won by tllolery or meth- 
ods of a questionable character. The different 
clubs comprising the Southern league will indorse 
the statement that Atlanta hes not won hardiya 
dozen — merge | the season, but that there was 
some unpleasant treatment of the opposing teams 
by the Atlantas. Take the players and” almost 
to aman they will say this. On the other hand, 
the otherclubs in the league have tricd to play 
ball lowin by honest playing, consequently the 
player of all the teams except Atlanta are popu- 
Jar; whereas the Atianta players, outside of At- 
lania, are cxiremeély unpopular with the basebal!

Yesterday afternoon Gluck and Smith met 
in the rear of Marietta street, in the neigh- 
borheod of Meenely’s brass foundry. They 
were will acquainted with each other, and 
when they came together in a crowd near the 
drtg store, they began talking. In some | 
mannér the conversation of the crowd turned 
upon physical feats. Gluck claimed to be 
very stout, and in a bragging way, 
told what he had done and could do, Smith 
asserted that he was about asstrong as any 
body, and almost before anyone knew it the 
two men were engaged in arguing, rather for- 
cibly, their “/ Finally Gluck laid his 
right hanc on Smith’s le shoulder and 


eaid: 

“Why.Smith, you can’t bend that down.” 

“Yes I can,” answered Smith, angri'y, ‘and 
I can bend your head down.” 

“If you bend my head down,” said Gluck, 
showing signs of anger, “you will have me to 


whip.”’
